Adobe 
Type Manager (ATM®) Deluxe lets you 
easily organize and control the activation 
of fonts in customized sets, so applications 
load only the fonts you need. In addition, 
ATM automatically activates inactive 
fonts, mimics those that are missing, lets 
you create customized instances of multi- 
ple master fonts, provides font verification 
reports, and lets you manage TrueType 
fonts. Like previous versions, ATM Deluxe 
improves on-screen type displays and 
allows you to print PostScript fonts on 
non-PostScript printers. 

ABOUT THIS GUIDE 

This manual describes how to install and 
use ATM Deluxe 4.0 software to manage 
fonts on Macintosh® and Power Macin¬ 
tosh® systems. In this guide, ATM Deluxe 
is usually referred to as ATM. 

This manual assumes you have a working 
knowledge of your computer and its 
operating system. For information on 
PostScript, display, resolution, and 
printers, please see your system or printer 
documentation. 

You can view keyboard shortcuts for ATM 
commands by choosing Keyboard 
Shortcuts from the Apple Guide menu. 
For information on ATM compatibility 
with specific applications or printers, see 
the ATM Read Me file included with the 
software. 

SYSTEM REQUIREMENTS 

ATM Deluxe requires the following hard¬ 
ware and software: 
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• A Macintosh system with a 68020 
processor (or higher) or a Power 
Macintosh system 

• 8 MB of RAM 

• System 7.01 or higher 

ATM is compatible with nearly all appli¬ 
cations that run on Macintosh systems. 

In addition, ATM is compatible with all 
PostScript language printers and many 
non-PostScript printers. See the ATM

INSTALLING ATM 

The ATM installer program adds the 
ATM Control Panel to your Control 
Panels folder in the System folder. It also 
installs the ATM Font Database file in the 
System folder. In addition, the installer 
adds the following folders and files: 

• A folder called Adobe Type Manager is 
added to the Preferences folder in the 
System folder. 

• Thirty Adobe fonts are installed on the 
hard disk in a folder called ATM Deluxe 
30 Fonts, which is inside a folder called 
Adobe Fonts. 

• An alias for ATM Deluxe is added to the 
Apple menu. 

To install ATM software on your system: 

1 Turn off all virus protection software 
and restart your computer. 

2 Insert the ATM Deluxe CD-ROM into 
your CD-ROM drive. If you are installing 
from disks, insert the first disk into your 
disk drive. 

3 Double-click the ATM 4.0 Installer icon. 

4 When prompted, read or print the Read 
Me file, and click Continue. 
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5 In the Installer window, select one of 
the following options from the pop-up 
menu: 

• Easy Install installs ATM, all fonts, and 
other required files contained in the ATM 
Deluxe package. 

♦ Custom Install lets you select the 
components you want to install. Click the 
Information icon (the small i ) for infor¬ 
mation about each component. 

6 Select where you want to install ATM 
utilities by choosing a disk. You can also 
select a specific folder. The ATM Control 
Panel and other required files are auto¬ 
matically installed in the System folder. 

7 Follow the on-screen instructions to 
complete the installation. 

AUTOMATIC LAUNCHING OF ATM 

When installation is complete, the 
installer automatically launches ATM. In 
order for ATM to manage fonts, the font 
suitcases must be added to the ATM 
Known Fonts list. You are prompted to let 
ATM automatically search your hard disk 
and add font suitcases to this list. When 
adding suitcases, ATM verifies that fonts 
are properly configured. If ATM detects 
an error, the suitcase is displayed in red in 
the Known Fonts list. For more informa¬ 
tion, see “Verifying fonts” on page 11. 

In general, this search takes only a minute 
or two. If you do not select the automatic 
search, ATM adds only those suitcases 
that are stored in the System folder. You 
can add other suitcases later. For more 
information, see “Adding and removing 
suitcases” on page 8. 


To start the search and add suitcases to 
ATM*. 

1 When prompted to search your hard 
disk for suitcases, click Search. 

2 In the Add Suitcases dialog box, choose 
Known Fonts from the Add To pop-up 
menu, then dick Add All. ATM adds all 
suitcases it finds on your hard disk. 

3 When ATM has finished adding suit¬ 
cases, click Done. 

Note: If you stored the same suitcase in two 
or more locations, ATM adds the suitcase 
from each location to the list of known 
fonts. Because duplicate suitcases can cause 
font ID conflicts, you should remove any 
duplicates from ATM. For more informa¬ 
tion, see 'Troubleshooting'’ on page 18. 

REMOVING THE ATM SOFTWARE 
You can remove the ATM program from 
your system easily. Removing ATM does 
not delete any font files from your system, 
but it may prevent fonts from displaying 
and printing properly. 

Tb remove ATM: 

1 Start the ATM 4.0 Installer. 

2 Choose Remove from the pop-up menu 
in the Installer window. 

3 Click Remove. 

4 To complete the removal of ATM, 
follow the on-screen instructions. 
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Managing Fonts 

dobe Type Manager Deluxe lets 
you organize, activate, preview, 
and verify fonts, providing 
comprehensive font management. Appli¬ 
cations load only the fonts you need, 
saving time and improving performance. 
You can also use ATM to create and man¬ 
age instances of multiple master fonts. For 
more information, see “Creating and 
removing custom instances” on page 13. 

ABOUT FONTS, SUITCASES, AND SETS 

An individual Type 1 PostScript font is 
separated into two parts: an outline file 
and a bitmap file. A bitmap file contains 
spacing information and specific font 
sizes designed for on-screen display only. 
An outline file contains PostScript 
information that creates a smooth font 
on-screen (for sizes other than those in 
the bitmap file) and on the printed page 
(at any size). A TrueType font contains 
both types of information in a single file. 

ATM uses both the outline and bitmap file 
of a font to generate a high-quality display 
on-screen. ATM automatically tracks the 
location of outline files. Without an 
outline file, however, ATM can still 
generate a display of most fonts by using 
multiple master substitution fonts and 
the ATM font database. See“About 
automatic activation and font 
substitution” on page 7. 


On Macintosh systems, bitmap files and 
TrueType fonts are organized into font 
suitcases. In general, a suitcase contains 
individual fonts of a particular font fam¬ 
ily. A suitcase for the Times font, for 
example, might contain Times Roman, 
Times Bold, Times Italic, and Times Bold- 
Italic fonts. 

If you use many different fonts for differ¬ 
ent projects and applications, you can use 
Adobe Type Manager Deluxe to organize 
suitcases into sets and then activate only 
the suitcases you need for the current 
project. Applications load only system 
fonts (fonts stored in the System folder) 
and those suitcases in activated sets. By 
limiting the number of loaded fonts, you 
can improve the performance of your 
applications. 

A set is a list of suitcases that ATM records 
and stores. When you create sets, the font 
files themselves are not moved, copied, or 
duplicated, but remain in their current 
locations. Therefore, one suitcase can 
appear in several sets. 

OPENING ATM 

ATM Deluxe runs in the background on 
your system, automatically improving 
font display. To manage fonts, you need to 
open ATM Deluxe. 

Each time you open ATM, all suitcases in 
the Known Fonts list are checked for 
proper configuration. 
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To open ATM Deluxe: 

1 Choose ATM Deluxe from the Apple 
Menu or open the ATM Deluxe Control 
Panel. 

CREATING SETS 

You can create as many sets as you need. 
For example, you might group fonts by 
project, by name, or by function (display 
fonts, body text fonts, symbol fonts) and 
activate as many sets as you need for your 
current work. If multiple users use the 
same computer, you could create sets for 
each user. 

ATM lets you add as many suitcases as 
you need to each set. You can add only 
suitcases to sets; you cannot add individ¬ 
ual fonts. 


To create a set: 

1 In ATM, click the Sets & Fonts tab. 



2 Create a set in one of the following ways: 

• Choose File > New Set. 

• Click the new set button at the bottom 
of the window. 



• Drag a suitcase (or a folder of suitcases) 
from the Finder onto the new set button. 

3 If necessary, type a new name for the set. 

4 Add font suitcases to the set in one of 
the following ways: 

• Drag suitcases from the list of fonts to 
the set. 

• Drag suitcases from the Finder to 
the set. 

• Select the set, click the add suitcase 
button, then locate a suitcase and click 
Add or Add All. You can also select a 
folder of suitcases. 

5 To activate your new set, see “Activating 
and Deactivating Sets and Suitcases” on 
on page 6. 

Tb remove a suitcase from a set: 

1 Open the set by clicking on the triangle 
and select a suitcase. 

2 Choose Edit > Clear or drag the suitcase 
to the ATM trash icon. The suitcase is 
removed from the set, but remains in the 
list of known fonts. To entirely remove the 
reference to the suitcase, see “Adding and 
removing suitcases” on page 8. 

ABOUT ACTIVE SETS AND SUITCASES 

Activating or deactivating specific sets 
lets you simplify font menus and 
improve system performance. After you 
activate sets, the Font menu of any appli¬ 
cation you run will list only system fonts 
and the fonts in activated sets. By creat¬ 
ing sets for different projects, you can 
activate one or more sets for one project, 
deactivate them after you’re finished, 
then activate different sets for another 
project. In this way, you can efficiently 
manage fonts and system resources. 
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Suitcases contained in an active set are 
active unless individuallydeactivated. 
Individual fonts within a suitcase cannot 
be activated or deactivated; they have the 
same state as the suitcase. 

Applications will include a font in their 
Font menus if its suitcase is active in at 
least one set, or if the suitcase has been 
activated from the Known Fonts list. 

STORING SUITCASES IN THE SYSTEM 
FOLDER 

Suitcases stored in the System folder can¬ 
not be deactivated. If you want to deacti¬ 
vate them, however, you can move the 
suitcases outside the System folder to 
another folder on the same volume. ATM 
automatically tracks their new location 
and lets you activate or deactivate them. 

In general, you can move all suitcases out 
of the System folder, except those that are 
required by the Macintosh computer or 
by automatic substitution. You should 
keep the following suitcases in the System 
folder: Monaco, Geneva, Chicago, Adobe 
Sans MM, and Adobe Serif MM. 

ACTIVATING AND DEACTIVATING SETS 
AND SUITCASES 

You can control the fonts that appear in 
application Font menus by activating and 
deactivating sets and suitcases in the fol¬ 
lowing ways: 

• You can add several fonts to or remove 
several fonts from Font menus by acti¬ 
vating or deactivating an entire set. All 
suitcases in the set have the same state as 
the set, unless individually changed. 

• You can add an individual font to Font 
menus by activating the suitcase. You can 
activate the suitcase inside a set or in the 
Known Fonts list. 


• For a particular set, you can remove an 
individual font from Font menus by deac¬ 
tivating the suitcase inside an active set. 
The state of the suitcases is changed only 
within the set. 

• You can also remove an individual font 
from Font menus by globally deactivating 
a suitcase. The suitcase is deactivated in 
all sets. 

Some applications can update the Font 
menu if you activate or deactivate a 
suitcase while the application is running; 
others may not update the Font menu 
until you restart the application. For 
information about specific applications, 
see the ATM Read Me file. 

To activate or deactivate a set: 

1 In ATM, click the Sets tab and select a set. 

2 Activate or deactivate the set in one of 
the following ways: 

• Choose Suitcase > Activate or 
Deactivate. 

• Click the circle or dot in the left 
column, which indicates the current acti¬ 
vation status. See “Viewing the activation 
state” on page 7. 

• Click the Activate or Deactivate button 
at the bottom of the window. 



To activate a suitcase: 

1 In ATM, click any tab. 

2 Select one or more suitcases. 

3 Choose Suitcase > Activate. 











To deactivate a suitcase within a sett 

1 In ATM, dick the Sets or Sets & Fonts 
tab. 

2 Open a set by clicking on the triangle 
and select one or more suitcases. 

3 Choose Suitcase > Deactivate. 

To globally deactivate a suitcase: 

1 In ATM, click the Fonts tab. 

2 Select one or more suitcases. 

3 Choose Suitcase > Deactivate. 

Tip: You can also globally deactivate a suit¬ 
case by pressing the Command and Control 
keys when clicking the suitcase's activation 
circle anywhere in ATM. 

VIEWING THE ACTIVATION STATE 

ATM displays the current state of sets and 
suitcases in the left column of each tab, 
using the following symbols: 

• A filled circle (• ) indicates that the set 
and all its suitcases are active. 

• An empty circle (o) indicates that 
some suitcases in the set are active. 

• A small dot ( • ) indicates that the set 
and all if its suitcases are deactivated. 

• A gray filled circle ( e ) indicates that 
the suitcase is stored in the System folder; 
it cannot be deactivated. 

• An A indicates that the inactive font has 
been automatically activated. 
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ABOUT AUTOMATIC ACTIVATION AND 
FONT SUBSTITUTION 

ATM displays inactive or missing fonts 
automatically when you enable auto¬ 
activation or font substitution. If you 
enable auto-activation and you open a 
document that contains fonts that are 
currently deactivated, ATM temporarily 
activates the fonts until you quit the 
application or restart the system, 
depending on whether you selected the By 
Application or the Global preference for 
automatic activation. For additional 
information, see “Display and printing” 
on page 15. 

Additionally, if you enable font substitu¬ 
tion and you open a document that 
requires fonts not on your system, ATM 
will mimic the size and spacing of the 
missing font using the multiple master 
substitution fonts (Adobe Sans MM and 
Adobe Serif MM) in combination with 
the ATM font database. This feature pre¬ 
serves line breaks but only approximates 
the appearance of the missing font. Some 
programs that detect missing fonts do not 
support ATM font substitution. For 
information on application compatibility, 
see the ATM Read Me file. For informa¬ 
tion on enabling automatic activation 
and font substitution, see “Display and 
printing” on page 15. 


ADDING AND REMOVING SUITCASES 

When installing fonts on your system, you 
need to make ATM aware of them, so ATM 
can correctly display them on-screen. 
When you add suitcases to ATM, ATM 
stores referencesto them but doesnotcopy 
or move suitcase files. ATM verifies that 
suitcases are properly configured when 
they are added. If ATM finds an error, the 
suitcase is displayed in red in the Known 
Fonts list. You can add suitcases using ATM 
commands or by dragging and dropping 
suitcases into ATM from the Finder. 

ATM can remove only its own references 
to suitcases; it does not remove suitcase 
files from the hard disk. To remove them, 
you must by drag the suitcase files to the 
Finder trash can. When you permanently 
remove suitcases from your system’s hard 
disk, you should also remove the ATM 
references to the suitcases. Removing a 
reference removes the suitcase name from 
the Known Fonts list and from all sets. 

Tb add a suitcase using ATM commands: 
1 In ATM, choose Suitcase > Add Suitcase. 



3 Locate a volume or folder containing 
one or more suitcases. 

4 To add a specific suitcase, click one of 
the following buttons: 

• Click Open to open a folder. 

• Click Add to add a selected suitcase. 

• Click Add All to add all of the suitcases 
contained in a volume or folder. 

To add a suitcase by dragging and 
dropping: 

1 In ATM, click the Sets & Fonts tab. 

2 Drag a suitcase from the Finder onto a 
set or into the Known Fonts list. 
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To Remove a suitcase reference 
from ATM: 

1 In ATM, select the suitcase from the 
Known Fonts list. 

2 Choose Edit > Clear or drag the suitcase 
to the ATM trash icon. 


2 For Add To, choose whether you want 
to add the suitcase to the list of Known 
Fonts, to a specific set, or to a new set. 
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PREVIEWING AND PRINTING FONT 
SAMPLES 

You can preview and print font samples in 
the ATM Sample window, which lists font 
information and displays the standard 
characters of the font, samples at various 
point sizes, and a sample paragraph. You 
can change the preview display by setting 
Printing preferences. (See “Samples, 
indexes, and reports” on page 17.) 

You cannot preview two special fonts: 
Adobe Sans MM and Adobe Serif MM. 
These multiple master fonts are used for 
font substitution only. For more informa¬ 
tion about font substitution, see “About 
automatic activation and font substitu¬ 
tion” on page 7. 

To preview a font with ATM: 

1 Select a font from the Fonts menu and 
choose Window > New Sample Window, 
or double-click a suitcase or individual 
font. Double-clicking a suitcase previews 
the first plain font in the suitcase. 

If you select multiple suitcases and dou¬ 
ble-click one, ATM previews the first plain 
font in each suitcase in a separate window. 
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2 In the Sample window, use the pop-up 
menus to preview other sets, suitcases, 
individual fonts, type styles, and font 
sizes. 

PRINTING AN INDEX 

You can print an index of suitcases and 
fonts in a specified set. The index lists the 
name of each suitcase. Below each suitcase 
name is a sample of each font, showing as 
many letters of the alphabet and numerals 
0 through 9 as will fit on a single line in 
14-point type. The name of the set 
appears at the top of each page with page 
numbers at the bottom. 



To print an index: 

1 In ATM, dick the Sets tab. 

2 Select one or more sets, or open a set 
and select one or more suitcases. 

3 Choose File > Print Font Index. ATM 
prints a sample of each font in each 
suitcase. To customize the sample text, 
see “Samples, indexes, and reports” on 
page 17. 

LISTING AND SORTING SUITCASES 

ATM lets you list different categories of 
fonts and sort them by certain attributes. 

To list and sort suitcases: 

1 In ATM, click the Fonts tab. 


2 Choose the category of fonts you want 
to display from the pop-up menu: 

• Known. Suitcases that you have added 
to ATM. 

• Active. Active suitcases. 

• System. Suitcases stored in the System 
folder. These suitcases cannot be 
deactivated. 

• Damaged. Fonts that ATM considers 
severely corrupted, which may cause 
problems with your system. For more 
information, see “Verifying fonts” on 
page 11. 

3 Choose Tools > Sort List Contents to 
sort fonts by the following attributes: 
name, size, last activated, and last 
modified. 

SEARCHING FOR SUITCASE NAMES 
If you have added a large number of suit¬ 
cases to ATM and need to find one 
quickly, you can either search for suitcase 
names in the Known Fonts list or within a 
particular set. 

To search for a suitcase: 

1 Choose Suitcase > Find Suitcase. 
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2 From the Search In pop-up menu, 
select whether ATM searches Known 
Fonts or a particular set. 

3 Choose the parameters of the search in 
the other pop-up menus and click Find. 
ATM highlights the first suitcase it finds 
that matches the search parameters. 


4 Choose Suitcase > Find Next Suitcase to 
find the next match. 

VIEWING SUITCASE LOCATION 

You can view the location on your hard 
disk of any suitcase listed in ATM. 

To view a suitcase location: 

In ATM, hold down the Command key 
and click a suitcase name. The suitcase 
location appears as a hierarchical list of 
folders, including the volume name. 

EXPORTING AND IMPORTING SETS 

Once you’ve created sets, you can export 
one or more sets as a file, then import 
them for use on other computers running 
ATM, including computers on the 
Window® 95 platform. ATM exports one 
or more sets by creating an export file that 
contains information about the sets. 
Exporting a set does not create copies of 
suitcases or of outline files. By default, 
ATM names the export file after the set 
name and adds the .afs extension.When 
creating an export file from multiple sets, 
ATM uses the first set for the filename. 

If you export multiple sets, ATM com¬ 
bines those sets into a single export file. 
When imported, however, the sets are 
automatically separated. 

Tip: Exporting sets is a good way to store a 
backup file of your sets. If your sets are ever 
deleted accidentally within ATM, you can 
restore them by importing the exported 
backup file. 

To export one or more sets: 

1 In ATM, click the Sets tab. 

2 Select one or more sets you want to 
export. 

3 Choose File > Export Set. 
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4 If necessary, specify a name and loca¬ 
tion for the export file, then click Save. 

To import sets: 

1 In ATM, choose File > Import Set. 

2 Locate a set export file, and click Open. 
Sets contained in the export file are added 
to the current list of sets. If ATM cannot 
find a suitcase listed in a set on the desti¬ 
nation system, it displays the Add Suitcase 
window. If you import a set that already 
exists in ATM, you are prompted to either 
merge suitcases into the existing set, or 
create a new set. 

3 If necessary, type a set name and 
click OK. 

VERIFYING FONTS 

You can verify the integrity of fonts on 
your system and obtain detailed reports 
about the fonts, including font face, bit¬ 
map, and PostScript information, as well 
as any font errors that are encountered 
during verification. You can display either 
a summary or a detailed report. 

ATM can report three different types of 
status for a font: 

• OK. The font contains no errors. 

• Notice. Internally, the font may not be 
formatted properly, but if you have not 
encountered problems, you do not need 
to take further action. 

• Error. The font may contain an error 
that could affect display, printing, or 
system operation. If the error affects 
system operation, the font is considered 
damaged, and the suitcase is displayed in 
red in the font list. A damaged font can not 
be activated and probably needs to be 
reinstalled. 


To obtain a verification summary: 

1 In ATM, click any tab, and select a set, 
suitcase, or font. 

2 Choose Tools > Verify. ATM displays 
the verification summary in the Verify 
window. If you selected a set or suitcase, 
the summary lists all included fonts. 



To obtain a detailed report: 

1 In ATM, click any tab and select a set, 
suitcase, or font. 

2 Choose Tools > Report. ATM displays 
the report in the Report window. If you 
selected a set or suitcase, the report lists all 
included fonts. 

3 To save the report as a text file, choose 
File > Save As, then type a filename, and 
dick Save. 



Using Multiple Master Fonts 


ultiple master fonts provide 
flexibility not found in other 
fonts by letting you create 
customized renditions. Depending on 
their design, multiple master fonts 
provide one or more controls that let you 
vary certain attributes, such as width, 
height, or weight. You can use multiple 
master fonts as you would any other 
PostScript Type 1 font. 

ABOUT MULTIPLE MASTER 
FONT DESIGNS 

On Macintosh systems, a multiple master 
font consists of one or more instances of 
the font. An instance is a particular rendi¬ 
tion of the font that varies from other 
instances in one or more attributes. 

Each multiple master font provides a 
collection of ready-to-use primary 
instances that constitute a complete 
typeface family. The typeface designer or 
manufacturer determines the selection of 
primary instances to provide a useful 
palette of fonts. 

Each multiple master includes one or 
more design axes. A design axis 
is a variable typeface attribute, such as 
weight, width, style, or optical size. 



To find out which design axes are 
included with a given multiple master 
font, see pur multiple master font 
package. If you have already installed the 
multiple master font, you can see the 
design axes available for that typeface in 
ATM. For information about modifying 
multiple master fonts, see "Creating and 
removing custom instances” on page 13. 
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able in the multiple master font 

Multiple master instances are named in 
the format Family_design coordinates, 
where Family is the name of the typeface 
and design coordinates identifies a particu¬ 
lar instance by a string of numbers and 
letters. For example, one of the Tekton 
multiple master instances included with 
the Adobe Type Manager program is 
named TektoMM_240 RG 564 NO.

The design coordinates consist of alpha¬ 
numeric combinations for each design 
axis in the font. If the font has a single 
design axis, there is a single alphanumeric 
combination (for example, 240 RG for 
Regular weight). If there are two design 
axes, there will be two alphanumeric 
combinations, and so on. 
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Instance names, like VtvaMM_250 LT1500 XE 
(left) and VivaMM_385 RG 400 CN (right), indi¬ 
cate each font's design attributes. 

Within the design coordinate name, the 
numbers indicate the position of the 
instance along the design axis. The letters 
indicate style (regular, bold, condensed) 
for a primary instance, or the design axis 
(weight, width, optical size) for a custom 
instance. 

The labels for primary instances included 
in a multiple master font package use 
uppercase abbreviations (XL for Extra- 
Light), while custom instances use generic 
lowercase abbreviations (wt for weight 
and wd for width). 

Note: Some font menus and lists in applica¬ 
tions are limited in width. Longer instance 
names may appear clipped. 


CREATING AND REMOVING CUSTOM 
INSTANCES 

You create custom instances by using con¬ 
trols in ATM to modify design axes of pri¬ 
mary instances. ATM automatically adds 
the custom instance to its multiple master 
suitcase within ATM and creates a bitmap 
file for the custom instance in the suitcase 
on your hard disk. After creating a custom 
instance, you can then place its suitcase in 
one or more active sets, so that all primary 
and custom instances appear in your 
applications’ font menus. If you create a 
custom instance for a suitcase that already 
belongs to a set, the instance is automati¬ 
cally added to the set. 

To install a multiple master font, add it as 
you would any other font from its instal¬ 
lation disk. See "Adding and removing 
suitcases” on page 8. 

To create a custom instance: 

1 In ATM, click the Fonts tab and select a 
multiple master suitcase. 

2 Choose Tools > Create Multiple Master. 
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3 In the text box, type one or more words 
to use as the sample display, and select a 
point size for the sample. 

4 If the multiple master suitcase includes 
different styles, you can choose a style 
from the pop-menu on the left. 

5 Select a primary instance, or a previ¬ 
ously created custom instance from the 
pop-up menu on the right. 

6 Use the slider controls to modify the 
instance. Different fonts provide different 
controls. The sample text changes as you 
move the sliders. 

7 Once you are satisfied with the new 
instance, click Create. The custom 
instance appears in the list of fonts for the 
specified multiple master suitcase. 

8 To close the Edit Multiple Master 
Instances window, click Done. 

To remove aprimaryor custom 
instance: 

1 In the Edit Multiple Master Instances 
window, select the instance using the pop¬ 
up menu on the right, then click Remove. 
The instance is removed from within ATM 
and from the suitcase on the hard disk. 


2 Ifyou removedaprimary instance from 
the font list, you can restore all primary 
instances by clicking Restore. 

3 To close the Edit Multiple Master 
Instances window, click Done. 

AUTOMATIC CREATION OF INSTANCES 

If you receive a document that contains a 
primary instance that you do not have on 
your system or a custom instance that you 
have not created, ATM will automatically 
create the instance when you open the 
document, so long as you have the correct 
multiple master suitcase. The instance is 
available to all applications until the sys¬ 
tem is restarted. ATM does not store 
instances that have been created automat¬ 
ically. To store it permanently, you must 
create it yourself, using the Create Multi¬ 
ple Master command. 

Applications vary in the way they handle 
these automatic instances. Some place the 
instance name in the application Font 
menu, some display and print the instance 
correctly but do not place it into the Font 
menu, and some alert you to the presence 
of the instance in a document so that you 
can create it yourself.

DISPLAY AND PRINTING 

In General preferences, you specify how 
ATM displays and prints fonts. 



To select general preferences: 

1 In ATM, choose File > Preferences. 

2 Choose General from the pop-up 
menu, select from the options listed 
below, and click OK: 

On/Off. By default, ATM is turned on 
when installed. If turned off, ATM does 
not automatically improve font display 
and does not automatically activate inac¬ 
tive suitcases, but it can still be used to 
create sets and manage suitcases. 


Character Cache Size. ATM uses a 
cache —a portion of system memory used 
to store font data created by ATM. A large 
font cache may speed up scrolling and 
other screen displays of fonts but can limit 
the amount of memory available to other 
applications. The default cache size is 
256K; the suggested size is based on other 
options you select, such as font substitu¬ 
tion and precision character positioning. 
If you typically use many different fonts 
on a single page, you may want to experi¬ 
ment with a larger cache size. 

Preserve. Choose the attributes that ATM 
preserves when displaying or printing 
fonts with accents or other diacritical 
marks: 

• Line Spacing keeps all line spacing 
intact. ATM may compress uppercase 
letters with accents or other diacritical 
marks. This option is the default. 

• Character Shapes increases the size of 
each character’s bounding box so that it 
prints in its entirety. Selecting this option 
may affect line spacing. 

Smooth font edges on-screen. ATM 
improves the appearance of Type 1 fonts 
on-screen by smoothing out the jagged 
edges inherent in video displays. To 
smooth edges, ATM uses anti-aliasing- 
blending colors to provide a smoother, 
softer edge to your Type 1 fonts on-screen. 


Anti-aliasing for color text is available only 
when monitor colors are set to thousands 
(16-bit) or millions (24-bit) of colors. If 
colors are set to256 (8-bit), then only black 
and white text can be anti-aliased. 


Enable Auto-Activation. If you open a 
document that contains fonts that are 
currently deactivated, ATM will tempo¬ 
rarily activate the fonts according to the 
following options: 


Using this feature can slow down type¬ 
intensive displays on some systems. In 
that case, try increasingyour font cache. 



Smoothing off Smoothing on 


Precision Character Positioning. ATM 
positions characters at the sub-pixel level 
to display more accurate spacing, espe¬ 
cially at small point sizes. Selecting this 
option may slow down type-intensive dis¬ 
play on some systems. Not all applications 
support sub-pixel positioning. 

Enable Font Substitution. If you open a 
document and ATM cannot find a 
required font, it uses the special Adobe 
multiple master fonts (Adobe Sans MM 
and Adobe Serif MM) in combination 
with the ATM font database to mimic a 
version of the font that provides the same 
spacing and line breaks, but it may not 
appear the same as the required font. If 
this option is not selected, the application 
or other system software may attempt to 
perform font substitution. 


• By Application limits automatically 
activated fonts to the application that 
opened the document. The activated 
fonts are available until you quit the 
application. Some applications do not 
support automatic activation. See the 
ATM Deluxe Read Me file for information 
about specific applications. 

• Global makes automatically activated 
fonts available for all applications. The 
activated fonts are available until the 
system is restarted. 

When this option is deselected, deacti¬ 
vated fonts are never automatically acti¬ 
vated. Instead, ATM mimics a version of 
the font if font substitution is enabled. 

ATM SETTINGS 

In Settings preferences, you can select 
memory requirements, how fonts are 
listed, and the type of alerts you want to 
receive. 








To select ATM settings: 

1 In ATM, choose File > Preferences. 

2 Choose Settings from the pop-up 
menu, select the following options, and 
click OK: 

Alerts. Select one or more of the following 
alerts: 

• Warn After Launch IfATM Is Not On. If 
ATM is launched but it is not turned on, 
ATM displays a warning. 

• Ask Before Resolving Font ID Conflicts. 
A font ID is a number identifying a partic¬ 
ular font. IfATM discovers a conflict 
between two fonts with the same ID when 
activating a suitcase, it displays a message 
asking whether you want to continue. If 
this option is not selected, ATM will 
always resolve ID conflicts, but will not 
display a prompt. ATM resolves ID 
conflicts by changing the ID number for 
the conflicting font. 

• Warn Before Deactivating Fonts. ATM 
displays a warning each time you deacti¬ 
vate an individual suitcase. 

General. Specify how fonts are listed: 

• Show System Fonts in Known Fonts 
List. ATM displays suitcases stored in the 
System folder in the list of known fonts. 
See “Listing and sorting suitcases" on 
page 9. 

• Limit Suitcase Menus. Limits the 
number of displayed suitcase names in 
pop-up menus in ATM. 

Memory requirements. Set the preferred 
memory requirement for ATM. 

SAMPLES, INDEXES, AND REPORTS 
In Printing preferences, you can choose 
the fonts and text ATM uses when pre¬ 
viewing and printing samples, indexes, 


and reports. For more information, see 
“Previewing and printing font samples" 
on page 9, “Printing an index” on page 9, 
and “Verifying fonts” on page 11. 



To select fonts and text for samples, 
indexes, and reports: 

1 In ATM, choose File > Preferences. 

2 Choose Printing from the pop-up 
menu, select from one of the following 
options, and click OK.: 

Sample Header. Select the font and size 
that ATM uses when displaying informa¬ 
tion about a font in a sample. 

Sampler Text. Edit the text ATM uses to 
print a sample or index of a suitcase: 

• Alphabet Text. All alphabet characters, 
including numbers, displayed in a font 
sample. 

• Sampler Text. A paragraph, displayed in 
a font sample. 

• FountainText. A sentence usingall 
letters ofthe alphabet, displayed in a font 
sample. 

• Font Index Tfext. Text for displaying 
each font in an index. 

Verify, Report, and Status Printouts. 
Specify the font and size ATM uses when 
displaying and printing verifications and 
reports. 


Troubleshooting 


f^' y W s you use fonts in applications, 

■' f A \ \ you may encounter problems 
lyiiyi with printing or display. Some 
common ones and possible solutions are 
described in the following sections. Also 
see the ATM Read Me file for trouble¬ 
shooting tips specific to applications. 

Characters appear incorrectly 
on-screen or when the document is 
printed. 

Make sure ofthe following items: 

• ATM is installed in the Control Panels 
folder in the System folder. 

• You restarted your system after you 
installed the ATM program. 

• The ATM program is turned on in the 
General preferences. 

• You are using a PostScript Type 1 or 
TrueType font that has been properly 
installed and that the suitcase has been 
added to ATM and activated. 

• Your printer is set for the highest reso¬ 
lution in its setup dialog box. 

In addition, you may be using a font, such 
as a display or an expert font, with an 
incomplete character set. Certain fonts, 
including some display fonts (for exam¬ 
ple, TVajan) and expert set fonts, do not 
contain complete character sets. To deter¬ 
mine which characters are included in a 
font, choose Key Caps from the Apple 
menu, or refer to the key cap chart 
included with your fonts. 


Characters appear incorrectly on¬ 
screen but print properly on a 
PostScript printer. 

TVy the following solutions: 

• Make sure the font’s outline file is acces¬ 
sible on your hard disk. ATM uses both 
the outline file and the bitmap file 
(contained in the suitcase) to properly 
render PostScript Type 1 fonts on-screen. 
If you choose a font size not available in 
the bitmap file, and the outline file is 
missing, then the font may appear jagged 
on-screen. Run the ATM Verify or Report 
command to determine if the outline file 
is missing. 

• If the outline file is properly installed, 
but ATM cannot find it, try rebuilding the 
desktop to recreate links in the file 
directory. 

To rebuild the desktop: 

1 Hold down the Command and Option 
keys as you choose Restart from the 
Special menu. 

2 When the Rebuilding Desktop message 
appears, release the keys and click OK. “ 

• If the required outline file exists in the 
printer, then the font will print properly. 
To add the font’s outline file to your hard 
disk, reinstall the font, then add its suit¬ 
case to ATM. 




• If you cannot obtain the font’s outline 
file, ATM can still attempt to mimic the 
font on-screen using Adobe multiple 
master substitution fonts. Make sure that 
Enable Font Substitution is selected in 
General preferences. For more informa¬ 
tion see "Display and printing”on page 15. 

Characters don't appear on-screen, or 
computer or printer performance 
seems slow. 

Increase the size of the font cache. The 
default setting is 256K. For graphic arts 
applications, you may want to use a font 
cache of 512K or larger. For more infor¬ 
mation, see "Display and printing” on 
page 15. 

Line and character spacing on-screen 
don't match the printout; character 
spacing is uneven. 

Try the following solutions: 

• Make sure Preserve Line Spacing is 
selected in General preferences. 

• If you are using an application that 
provides fractional-width spacing or lets 
you specify its use, be sure to select the 
fractional-width option when printing to 
a PostScript printer. Applications that use 
only integer-width spacing may display 
spacing evenly on-screen, but they will 
print with incorrectly spaced characters. 



• The document may be corrupt. Try 
copying the problem text and pasting it 
into a new document to see whether the 
fonts print correctly. 

• You may have a damaged bitmap or 
outline file. Run the ATM Report 
command on the suitcase you suspect 
may be damaged. If it is damaged, try 
removing and reinstalling the suitcase on 
the hard disk. Then remove and add the 
suitcase again to ATM. 

Fonts don't appear in the application 
Font menu. 

TYy the following solutions: 

• In ATM, make sure that sets containing 
the suitcases for the fonts have been added 
and activated. If the fonts are in suitcases 
that don’t belong to a set, activate the 
individual suitcases. 

• If the suitcases have been added and are 
active, deactivate the suitcases, then acti¬ 
vate them again. 

• Restart the application. 

• Reinstall the font. 

Duplicate fonts appear in the Font 
menu. 

If you stored a suitcase in more than one 
location and you specified that ATM add 
all suitcases from your system, the suit¬ 
case in each location is added to the 
Known Fonts list in ATM. lb avoid font 
ID conflicts, you should remove the 
duplicate suitcases. 
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To remove a duplicate suitcase: 

1 In ATM, find the duplicate font in the 
Known Fonts list in the Fonts tab. 

2 Hold down the Command key and click 
on the suitcase name. ATM displays the 
location of the suitcase. Record this 
location. 

3 Remove the suitcase reference from 
ATM by dragging the suitcase to the ATM 
trash icon. 

4 Using the location you recorded, find 
the duplicate suitcase file on your system 
and delete it. 

A font in an inactive set or suitcase still 
appears in font lists and menus. 

The font may be active in another set. If a 
font is in any active set, is in an active suit¬ 
case outside of any set, or has its suitcase is 
stored in the System folder, it will appear in 
font lists and menus. To see a list of only 
active fonts, click the Fonts tab and choose 
Active Fonts from the pop-up menu. 

You can also globally deactivate the font’s 
suitcase in ATM. See “Activating and 
deactivating sets and suitcases” on page 6. 

ATM does not attempt to mimic 
missing fonts. 

Make sure you have installed the Adobe 
Sans MM and Adobe Serif MM suitcases in 
theSystem folder and added them to ATM. 
These are special multiple master suitcases 
that ATM uses to mimic missing fonts. 


In addtion, make sure that the ATM Font 
Database file is located in the System 
folder. ATM uses this file as a reference to 
mimic missing fonts. 

A virtual memory (VM) or PostScript 
error occurs when printing, or Courier 
replaces the selected font. 

The printer may not be able to find the 
selected font’s outline file, or may not 
have enough memory to print down¬ 
loaded fonts and graphics. Try one of the 
following: 

• Open the Chooser and turn off Back¬ 
ground Printing. 

• .Reduce the graphics or the number of 
fonts used in the document. 

• Use letter-size paper. 

• Use the ATM Report command to 
determine if the outline files have been 
installed correctly. 

• Add memory to the printer. 

A system error occurs on start-up, or 
you see this alert message: "Adobe 
Type Manager requires more memory 
or additional software resources" 

Your system may have insufficient RAM; 
if so, either remove or turn off some of the 
current Extensions or install more RAM. 
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• An Extension may be in conflict with 
ATM. If you suspect a conflict, restart 
your computer without Extensions or use 
Extensions Manager to remove all Exten¬ 
sions except for ATM, and then restart 
your computer. If the computer restarts 
properly, then add one Extension at a 
time to isolate the conflict, using Exten¬ 
sions Manager or moving Extension files 
into the Extensions folder in the System 
folder. 

To restart the computer without 
Extensions: 

Hold down the Shift key and choose 
Restart from the Finder’s Special menu. 
Continue to hold down the Shift key until 
the computer displays the message, 
"Extensions Off.” 


Fonts do not display or print properly 
after the document is copied from a 
Macintosh system to one running 
Windows 95. 

You probably selected a font style by 
choosing the actual font. Before copying a 
document from the Macintosh platform 
to the Windows 95 platform, be sure to 
select a font style from the Style menu, 
not the Font menu; otherwise, the actual 
font may not be available on the Windows 
95 system and fonts may not display or 
print in the specified syle. 

ATM has turned itself off because of 
an internal error. 

This usually indicates a bad memory 
manager in system software. Try each of 
the following solutions: 

• Reboot the system. 

• Make sure fonts are properly installed. 

• Reinstall ATM.

The ATM Deluxe installer cannot disable the Suitcase extension If the Now Utilities Startup 
Manager Is installed, 

Make sure that any previously installed version of the ATM control panel (~ATM™) is not locked, 
When the previous version is locked, the ATM control panel file (~ATM™) cannot be properly 
updated to ATM Deluxe during installation, To determine if the file is locked, highlight the ATM 
control panel in the Control Panels folder of the system folder and choose "Get Info" from the 
File menu, 

When you are using standard QuickDraw (i.e,, not using QuickDraw GX), ATM installs the required 
substitution fonts Adobe Sans MM and Adobe Serif MM in the Fonts folder in the System Folder. 

When you are using QuickDraw GX, ATM installs the GX-enabled versions of Adobe Sans MM and 
Adobe Serif MM in the Fonts folder in the System Folder. 

3.Font Smoothing 

When font smoothing, also called anti-aliasing, is enabled, ATM uses 15 shades of intermediate 
colors to blend PostScript® Type 1 font color with the background color on screen. The actual 
number of intermediate colors displayed on screen depends on the number of available system 
colors. On monitors set to display thousands or more colors, ATM smooths both black and color 
text on various background colors. On monitors set to display 256 or fewer colors, ATM 
smooths only black text, 

When you select (i.e„ highlight) smoothed text, QuickDraw (the screen rendering language used 
by the Macintosh) swaps the foreground color of the text with the background color. Ail of the 
other colors in between are left unchanged. This produces a jagged halo around the selected 
text, To reduce the severity of this effect, you can change the highlight color to a lighter color in 
the system's Color control panel. 

Because ATM uses QuickDraw to smooth text, it can smooth text only when an application uses 
QuickDraw to display its text, Some applications use QuickDraw to draw an off-screen 
monochrome bitmap image, then display their own color images on screen, When an application 
uses QuickDraw to draw on off-screen bitmap image of a font (e,g„ with colored or skewed 
text), ATM cannot smooth the fonts, For example, Deneba Canvas™ and Microsoft® 
PowerPoint® do not support smoothed color text or skewed text, 
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ATM cannot smootn fonts under QuickDraw GX, 

Font smoothing is not supported in Adobe Acrobat® versions earlier than 3.0, Adobe Premiere®, 
which uses its own proprietary font smoothing functions, Adobe Illustrator® (all versions) or 
MacDraw® Pro, 

Font smoothing is not supported in ClarisWorks ,M when the monitor displays 256 colors or fewer, 

Some applications (e.g„ QuarkXPress®) do not support smoothed text while you are typing it, 
The text displays smoothed when the text box is updated. 

4. Precision Character Positioning 

When the Precision Character Positioning option is enabled, ATM Deluxe 4.0 can position 
characters more precisely than previous versions of ATM by using an off-screen, high-resolution 
grid, ATM calculates the positions of all characters in an entire line of text using this grid before 
drawing the text on-screen, 

All applications that support fractional widths support Precision Character Positioning, Before you 
select the Precision Character Positioning option, you should make sure that your application's 
fractional widths option has been enabled, 

Adobe Acrobat uses its own method for character placement and does not support Precision 
Character Positioning, 

5. Font Substitution 

SuperATM® functionality is now a part of ATM Deluxe, ATM Deluxe can mimic the font shape and 
spacing of the Adobe PostScript fonts contained in its font substitution database file, To enable 
font substitution, you must have the ATM Font Database installed in your System Folder and the 
substitution fonts Adobe Sans MM and Adobe Serif MM in the Fonts folder in the System Folder, 

If you manually copy these files, you must select the Enable Font Substitution option in the ATM 
control panel and restart your machine to enable font substitution, Please refer to the ATM 
Substitution Database file, located in the ATM Documents folder on the ATM Deluxe CD-ROM, for 
a list of fonts for which ATM can create substitute fonts. 

Some applications (e,g„ Microsoft Project) do not support font substitution. 

6. Managing Font Suitcases 

With ATM Deluxe you can manage PostScript Type 1 and Type 3 fonts and TrueType fonts. In 
order for ATM to properly draw PostScript Type 1 fonts, both the PostScript outline file and the 
font suitcase must be located in the same folder. Although ATM Deluxe can draw and print 
double-byte fonts such as Japanese typefaces in supported applications, this version cannot 
activate, deactivate, preview or print font samples of double-byte fonts. To use these fonts 
with ATM Deluxe, you must first copy them to the Fonts folder in the System Folder, 

Before selecting a PostScript font as the Desktop font in the Views control panel, you must first 
copy the font files to the Fonts folder in the System Folder, 
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7, How ATM Deluxe Activates Suitcases 

When you activate a suitcase with ATM Deluxe, the suitcase remains active even after you 
restart your machine, This ensures that what you have activated is always available even if your 
machine shuts down unexpectedly, 

When you activate a suitcase in a set, it will appear as active in that set and in the Known Fonts 
list, When you activate a suitcase directly in the Known Fonts list, it will appear as active only in 
this list, If you want to deactivate a suitcase, you should deactivate it from the Known Fonts list. 
This will ensure that all references to the suitcase in all sets will become inactive. 

8, Keyboard Shortcuts 

There are a number of keyboard shortcuts for working with ATM Deluxe. These shortcuts can be 
found in the Keyboard Shortcuts option in the Apple Help menu, 

9, Font ID Conflicts 

If a font ID conflict occurs while activating a suitcase, ATM will automatically assign a new font ID, 
If ATM cannot write the new font ID into the font suitcase file, it will change the ID only in 
memory. 

10, Activating Fonts While an Application is Running 

Some applications (e.g„ Adobe Illustrator, Adobe PageMaker® and QuarkXPress) update their 
font menus dynamically when you activate fonts. Other applications (e,g„ Keycaps, Microsoft 
Excel and Microsoft Word) need to be relaunched in order for the newly activated fonts to 
appear in the font menu. 

11, Temporary Activation 

To temporarily use fonts with ATM Deluxe, drag the suitcase or the folder containing the fonts 
onto the Sets pane or the Sets icon, ATM will create a new set with the selected fonts. Activate 
the set and use the fonts in your application, After you are finished working with the fonts, drag 
the set to ATM's trash can while holding down the Command and the Control keys. This will 
remove the fonts globally from ATM, You can remove any suitcase or all of the suitcases in a set 
entirely from ATM by using this key combination, 

12, Accessing Fonts on a Network 

Although you can share suitcases on a network volume, you should be aware that this may 
significantly decrease system performance. This is because accessing files from a network 
volume is dramatically slower than from a local hard drive. A multi-user license is required for all 
fonts you share with other users, 

When ATM Deluxe activates a suitcase, it opens the font files in read/write mode, This allows 
ATM to change FOND identification numbers if it detects an ID conflict and to add instances of a 
multiple master font to the font suitcase file when you create new instances. 

When fonts are activated in read/write mode, they may be accessed by only one machine at a 
time. In order for multiple machines to use the same font files, it is necessary to lock the 
suitcase files so that ATM is forced to open them as read-only, This will allow the font to be used 
by multiple users, but it will prevent users from allowing ATM to write a resolved font ID in the 
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suitcase file or cre( multiple master font instances, 

If you do choose to use ATM Deluxe to access fonts over a network, your network 
administrator must first lock the fonts on the server. This may be accomplished either by: 

1 Selecting the font suitcase files in the Finder and locking them individually, or 

2)Selecting the Folder that the fonts reside in, choosing File > Sharing, and then deselecting the 
Make Changes option. This effectively makes the fonts read-only. 

Note: Failure to do this will make each font bitmap file available to only one user at a time. Ail 
other users will receive an error message if they attempt to activate fonts used by other 
computers. 

13. Using Fonts from a CD-ROM or Removable Mass Storage Device 

ATM Deluxe allows you to use fonts directly from a CD-ROM or a removable mass storage 
device. The file access time is slower than using fonts from a local hard drive, 

14. Moving or Trashing Fonts 

Every time you open ATM it checks the installed suitcases, If you have moved a suitcase, ATM will 
automatically find it and mark it as being in the trash, provided the suitcase is still located on the 
same volume. If ATM fails to locate a suitcase, it will notify you and remove it from ATM. If you 
move a suitcase to Finder's Trash, ATM will find it but not remove it, After you empty the trash, 
the suitcase is automatically removed from ATM Deluxe, 

If ATM finds a severe problem with a suitcase during this startup check, it will deactivate it and 
mark it as damaged. The damaged suitcase will then appear in the Damaged Fonts list. You must 
reinstall the font before you can activate it again. 

15. Font Verification 

To thoroughly check the integrity of a font or a suitcase, you should use the ATM Deluxe Verify 
feature. Verify errors are broken into two groups: minor and severe, ''Minor" errors generally do 
not cause any serious problems. They are usually small technical inconsistencies in the font files 
which do not show up during normal usage. "Severe" errors, on the other hand, should be looked 
into immediately. These errors can cause the system to crash when the fonts are displayed or 
printed. Use the Report feature to view a technical description of the error. The best way to 
resolve a severe error is to reinstall the font from the original distribution disks. 

ATM Deluxe's Report feature is not compatible with the Metroworks® Zone Ranger application. 

16.Import/Export 

With ATM Deluxe you can export the sets you have created, If you select one or more loose 
suitcases when exporting a set, only the sets will be included In the exported sets file, If you 
rename an exported sets file, the name of the font sets contained in the file are not changed, 

17.Font Samples 

To view a font sample in ATM Deluxe, double-click the font, When you double-click a suitcase 
instead of an individual font file, ATM displays the first font listed in the suitcase, From within the 
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sample window you can select other styles in the font, other fonts in thf case, a different 
suitcase or a different set, 

18, Auto-activation 

When you open a document containing a font whose suitcase has been deactivated in ATM, ATM 
Deluxe will automatically activate the suitcase. The auto-activated suitcase appears in the 
Known Fonts list In the ATM Deluxe Control Panel with a blue A next to the suitcase name, You 
can also manually activate the suitcase if you want the suitcase to remain active after restart. 
To deactivate the suitcase you must first close the application that caused ATM to 
auto-activate the suitcase, 

There are two kinds of auto-activation: By Application and Global. With the By Application option 
selected, ATM automatically closes the font suitcase when you close the application. When the 
Global auto-activation option is selected, the font suitcase remains active and available for use in 
other applications until you restart your Macintosh. 

If you have more than one copy of a font installed, ATM Deluxe will notify you after it 
auto-activates one of the suitcases. Open the ATM Deluxe control panel to see which suitcase 
was auto-activated, While you can disable auto-activation for screen display and when printing to 
non-PostScript printers, ATM will always use the correct font from its Known Fonts list when 
printing to PostScript printers, even if the suitcase has been deactivated and the auto-activation 
option in the ATM Preferences dialog has been turned off, 

Auto-activation is not supported in the following applications: Adobe Acrobat, InControl, Lotus 
1-2-3®, MacWrite Pro, Microsoft Project, Quicken 6,0, and SimpleText, 

The following applications have some limitations on the auto-activation feature: 

Adobe Illustrator 

When opening an Illustrator file containing inactive fonts, Illustrator will prompt you that 
Super ATM is creating a substitute font when, in fact, ATM is actually auto-activating it, 

Adobe PageMaker 

In order for auto-activation to work properly with PageMaker, you must choose File > 
Preferences, click Map Fonts, then select the ATM substitution option as the primary 
substitution options, 

Adobe Photoshop® and Adobe Premiere 

Photoshop and Premiere do not auto-activate fonts when importing Illustrator files. 

Macromedia Freehand™ 

Freehand globally auto-activates fonts even if the By Application auto-activation option is 
selected in ATM, 

Snitch® 2,1 

If the control panel Snitch 2,1 is installed, it must be loaded after ATM (~ATM™) or before Apple 
Menu Options in order for auto-activation to work properly, 
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19, General Applica Notes 
Acrobat PDFWriter 

If you receive an error when printing with the Acrobat PDFWriter, try disabling Enable Font 
Substitution option in the ATM Deluxe General Preferences dialog box, restarting your system 
and printing again. 

Claris® FileMaker® Pro 

FileMaker Pro creates an internal list of all fonts that have ever been activated while the 
application was running. When you start FileMaker Pro, it checks the font IDs for each of the 
fonts in this list. ATM will try to auto-activate or create a substitute font for these fonts 
provided the auto-activation and/or font substitution options are enabled. 

Corel WordPerfect® 

WordPerfect is not compatible with ATM when WordPerfect's WYSIWYG font menu option is 
enabled, 

FWB Raid Toolkit™ 1 ,x 

ATM 4.0 is not compatible with FWB Raid Toolkit 1 ,x hard disk driver. Use FWB Hard Disk Toolkit or 
upgrade to FWB Raid Toolkit 2.0 or later, 

Global Village GlobalFAX™ 

Before using the GlobalFAX modem software, you must remove the 24-point bitmap font file 
from the Helvetica suitcase, 

Netscape Navigator™ 3.0 

Some web pages may display slower than usual with Netscape Navigator 3.0 if ATM's 
auto-activation option is enabled. Adobe is working with Netscape to resolve this issue. The 
current workaround is to disable auto-activation when accessing sites that exhibit this problem. 

Now Utilities 

Now Utilities overrides the Command + N keyboard shortcut in the ATM Deluxe Add Suitcases 
dialog, 

20. QuickDraw GX 

When you install QuickDraw GX, it enables all PostScript fonts installed in the Fonts folder in the 
System Folder for use with QuickDraw GX. ATM 4.0 has a new feature that allows you to print 
GX-enabled PostScript fonts even if QuickDraw GX is disabled. 

In order to use fonts in GX-savvy applications, you must copy the font suitcases to the Fonts 
folder in the System Folder. Suitcases activated by ATM Deluxe which do not reside in the Fonts 
folder in the System Folder do not appear in the font menus of most GX-savvy applications. The 
fonts do, however, appear in the font menu of standard QuickDraw applications (i.e„ applications 
that are not GX-savvy). 

If you install new PostScript fonts after installing QuickDraw GX, you must enable these fonts 
using the Type 1 Enabler utility included with the ATM package or with QuickDraw GX. ATM Deluxe 
automatically installs this utility if GX is enabled during installation. If an error occurs while enabling 
fonts, the original, unenabled font files are left in the System Fonts folder. 
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The substitution fonts included with ATM are designed for either QuickDraw vr QuickDraw GX. 
ATM installs the appropriate versions of the substitution fonts into the Fonts folder in the 
System Folder when you install ATM. When you switch between QuickDraw and QuickDraw GX, 
you should reinstall the substitution fonts using the ATM Installer, 

ATM cannot smooth (anti-alias) fonts in QuickDraw GX. 

When you try to use a font size in QuickDraw GX that is less than half the size of the smallest 
installed bitmap, the font will not display correctly, 

Outline and shadowed styles of PostScript fonts print lighter from within QuickDraw GX than 
within standard QuickDraw. 

T/Maker WriteNow® does not support GX-enabled PostScript fonts. 

Canvas cannot create outlines with GX-enabled PostScript fonts or multiple master fonts,

Using the Kodak Monitor Installer 

The Kodak Monitor Installer creates ICC profiles for use in color-managed applications that support 
the Kodak Color Management System, such as Adobe PageMaker 6.5. The utility is located in the 
following location: Adobe PageMaker 6.5: Extras: Kodak Monitor Installer. 

Double-click the Kodak Monitor Installer icon to launch the utility, and then scroll through the 
monitor list to select your monitor. If there is more than one white-point setting, choose the one 
corresponding to the monitor’s current setting. If you don’t know your monitor's white point, use 
D9300. Click Install, and then skip to the next topic in this Read Me, "Using the Set Information Dialog 
Box.” 

If your manufacturer model is not displayed in the list, and you know the white point and phosphor 
values for your monitor, you can click New to create a new monitor definition. The Define New 
Monitor dialog box will be displayed; the Manufacturer Name and Model fields will be blank; the 
White Point and Phosphor values will be set to default values. 

To edit an existing monitor definition, select the monitor from the Monitor list and click Edit. The 
Define New Monitor dialog box will be displayed. The current settings for Manufacturer Name, Model 
Name, White Point, and Phosphor will be used. The current definition will be replaced with the new 
one. 

Click OK to accept the edits and return to the Main dialog box. Click Cancel to discard the edits and 
return to the Main dialog box. 

Using the Set Information dialog box 

This dialog box is used to specify identifying information to be placed in the installed device profiles. 
The Description field contains the value that was entered the last time a device profile was installed. 
Type new information in this field to help identify your device profile. 

The Manufacturer and Model fields contain the values for the selected monitor. While you can change 
these fields, generally they should be left unchanged. 

Click OK. The device profiles will be installed and the program will quit. (Note that the OK button is 
not active, and cannot be pressed, if any of the fields are left blank.) Click Cancel to return to the 
Main dialog box without installing device profiles. 

Using the Filenames dialog box 

This dialog box is used to specify the filename for the newly created profile. If you do not specify a 
filename, one will automatically be generated. If you wish to keep track of filenames for different 
monitor profiles, meaningful names may be selected in this dialog box. 

Working with Pantone Hexachrome device profiles 

Before you begin working with high-fidelity color, consult with your printer or prepress 

professional. 

When Pantone Hexachrome device profiles are installed, two options (Normal SID and High SID) 
appear in the Separations Printer pop-up menu in the CMS Setup dialog box in PageMaker. Which 

option you select depends upon the press operating conditions: 

Normal SID (Solid Ink Density) produces the clearest, sharpest images and closely matches the SID and 
dot-gain characteristics of the inks as printed in the Pantone Hexachrome Color Selector. 

High SID has a slightly wider tolerance for heavy inking (especially black) on press. It also produces 
excellent separations with minimal loss of clarity and sharpness in images. 
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Note: Consult with j u printer or prepress professional regarding the density and dot gain 
information below. All values were measured on an X-Rite Model 418. If your measurements of the 
Pantone Color Selector differ from these, determine the percentage of difference and adjust the other 
values accordingly. For example, if your black (K) measures 1.57, that is a 10% reduction from the 
Pantone Color Selector SID in the table below (1.74). Subtract 10% from the High and Normal values to 
get the SID you must match on your press.

About the ColorSync 2.0 Color Management Standard 

If you have the Apple ColorSync 2.0 Color Management System (CMS) installed, you can use ColorSync 
as the Color Management System in PageMaker 6.5. 

When you install PageMaker 6.5, the Installer automatically copies the necessary PageMaker CMS 
files (CSYNCMSG.SWB and CSYNRES.RSL). Installing these files has no impact on your current 
color-managed publications; it simply gives you the option of using the ColorSync 2.0 CMS. 

To use the ColorSync CMS, the ColorSync 2.0 Control Panel device, extension, and profiles (available 
from Apple; see below) must be installed and running. Then, start PageMaker and choose File > 
Preferences > General. Click CMS Setup, click On, and then select the ColorSync icon. 

Note: When you use the ColorSync 2.0 CMS, you cannot separate bitmaped images into Pantone 
Hexachrome colors. (Apple ColorSync 2.0 does not support high-fidelity color.) 

The ColorSync 2.0 Control Panel device, extension, and monitor profiles are available from Apple 
Computer and on the World Wide Web at the following location:

You can obtain additional profiles from Apple or the manufacturer, or you can create custom profiles 
using third-party tools. 

UNDOCUMENTED FEATURES 

The following items were not documented in other printed or online pieces: 

You can now press the Command key while drawing a frame to thread the frame you are drawing to 
the last frame you created in that publication. This lets you quickly draw a series of threaded frames. 
This technique does not work with polygon frames created by clicking vertices. 

The Scripts palette includes useful scripts that are installed automatically. (The exact number of 
scripts depends on the kind of installation you choose when installing PageMaker.) 

To read a short description of a script function before running the script: 

1. Select the script in the Scripts palette. 

2. Choose Edit Script from the Scripts palette menu. 

HTML Author information is ignored when converting PageMaker 6.0 publications to PageMaker 6.5. 
The following steps allow you to convert the PM6.0 HTML Author data into PageMaker 6.5 hyperlink 
data. The first option retains text and image links but does not maintain page layout; the second option 
preserves page layout but links must be manually updated. 


To retain text and image links: / 

1. Open the PageMaker 6.0 publication in PageMaker 6.0. ' 

2. Choose Utilities > PageMaker Plug-ins > HTML Author. 

3. Export the HTML files. 

4. Start PageMaker 6.5 and create a new publication. 

5. Place the exported HTML files. 

This will add the hyperlinks from the HTML file to the Hyperlinks palette as well as import text and 
images that have been assigned as links and anchors. 

To preserve page layout: 

1. Open the PageMaker 6.0 publication in PageMaker 6.0. 

2. Choose Utilities > PageMaker Plug-ins > HTML Author. 

3. Export the HTML files. 

4. Start PageMaker 6.5 and open a copy of the PageMaker 6.0 publication. 

5. Choose Windows > Show Hyperlinks. 

6. In the Hyperlinks pop-up menu, choose Import URLs from File. 

7. Navigate to the file exported from PageMaker 6.0 and then click Open. 

8. Manually select page elements and assign the desired links, which are now located in the 
Hyperlinks palette. 

The Use Extra Memory to Improve Performance option in the Color Management System Preferences 

dialog box can be used to improve performance when the same transforms (up to eight) are used 

repeatedly. 

The Pub Info plug-in, identical to the version that shipped with PageMaker 5.0 and 6.0, is available in 
PageMaker 6.5. This plug-in lets you view or save a report on the current publication, with status 
information on the linked files, paragraph styles, and fonts necessary to print the publication. 

Choose Utilities > PageMaker Plug-ins > Pub Info. 

KNOWN ISSUES WITH PAGEMAKER AND COMPONENTS 

Adjust Layout 

When you use the Adjust Layout option and change the starting-page number of a publication by an 

odd number (1, 3, 5, etc.), objects may not appear at the correct location, or even on the correct page. 

For best results, change the starting page number in the Document Setup dialog and click OK. Then 
return to the Document Setup dialog to make any other changes and then select the Adjust Layout 
option. 

Adobe Table 

OLE-linked tables do not use the Table Object Handler for high-resolution printing. Use OLE-embedded 
tables to ensure high-resolution output when printing to a PostScript device. Select the table in the 
Links Manager to verify "This item uses object handler DLLs." 

The Adobe Table application is not registered by PageMaker as an OLE Server until you launch and 
quit Adobe Table for the first time (or if you are using a Power Macintosh, launch and quit both 
PageMaker and Adobe Table). Thereafter, PageMaker makes Adobe Table available in the Insert Object 
dialog box. 

Two problems occur when you translate a Windows PageMaker 6.5 publication to the Macintosh 
platform: 

1. Tables imported as EMF graphics do not convert to PICT files on the Macintosh. Imported WMF files 
do convert correctly, however. 

2. OLE-Embedded tables incorrectly display fills and lines until redrawn by the Macintosh version of 
Adobe Table. Once the publication is open in the Macintosh version of PageMaker 6.5, double-click 
the embedded table and, when Adobe Table appears, choose Quit to return to PageMaker. The table 
should now appear correctly on screen and in print. Repeat this procedure for each table in the 
converted publication.

Documentation 

Page 395 of the Adobe PageMaker 6.5 User Guide makes an incorrect reference to a Help Card that

Export to HTML 

If you designate a text block or a frame as an anchor or source in the Hyperlinks palette, you will lose 
that anchor or sources when you export to HTML. Other sources pointing to a text block anchor or 
frame anchor will be exported, but when you click the source in the exported file, it will jump you to 
the top of the page, not to the expected anchor. To avoid this problem with text blocks or text frames, 
select the text with the text tool, before assigning anchors or sources. For graphics in frames you 
must assign the anchor or source to the graphic before placing it in the frame. If the graphic is 
already in the frame, unattach the graphic, assign the anchor and re-attach the graphic to the 
frame. 

If a graphic has a text wrap that has been manually altered, the text wrap will be ignored when 
exported to HTML. A graphic with a default text-wrap setting, or one in which the Standoff values 
have been edited in the dialog box, will export correctly. 

If you export a publication that contains GIF images previously exported using PageMaker's Export 
Graphic feature, and you selected White or Black in the Settings dialog box for Transparency, this 
characteristic will not be retained when you convert the publication to HTML, unless you do the 
following: 

1. Set the Export As option to "PageMaker Chooses" or to "All to GIF." 

2. Deselect the Downsample to 72 dpi option. 

If you specify a background image, the exported HTML refers to the image in its original folder, not 
in the Graphics folder to which other images are copied. 

If you use a paragraph style that contains character-level attributes of bold, italic, and underline, 
and you want to maintain those styles when you export to HTML, then select the Preserve Character 
Attribute option in the Export HTML dialog box. Netscape Navigator does not support the <U> underline 
tag that PageMaker exports to HTML, however, Microsoft Internet Explorer does. 

Stories on hidden layers are exported to HTML when Assign Stories is selected in the Export HTML 
dialog box; however, they are not exported when Assign PageMaker Pages is selected in the Export 
HTML dialog box. 

If you use Microsoft Internet Explorer and want to use the View HTML option when exporting an 
HTML file, we recommend that you use Internet Explorer 3.0 or later available from Microsoft’s web 
site. 

Importing HTML 

Some HTML formatting information is not supported on import to PageMaker. For example, the 
content of tables (text and images) is imported, the text content of forms is imported, and all frame 
information is ignored. Cascading style sheet information is ignored. 

When importing hyperlinks from HTML files, the links imported are identical to the HTML file's HREF 
tags. This may generate URLs that point to locations relative to the current user location. Selecting 
such a URL in the Hyperlinks palette, and then selecting Go To <selected link> will result in the 
browser not being able to locate that URL. The same results will occur when exporting these relative 
links to a PDF or HTML file location that is not the same as the location of the HTML file that contained 
the originally imported links. 

Frames 

Text in a text frame set to center or bottom alignment does not flow correctly around the text wrap 
boundary of another object. Changing the frame's vertical alignment to "Top" cause the text to wrap 
as expected. 

If text displays only partially in a text frame, redraw the screen by changing views in order to bring 
the display back. If that doesn't help, force text to recompose by adjusting the frame size or shape. 

Some non-rectangular shapes can conflict with PageMaker's rules for composing lines of text. 
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A text frame with a stroke of none is displayed with a gray non-printing bounc If you want to 
hide this boundary, choose View > Hide Guides. v 

When exporting a publication to HTML, only frame content is exported, not the frame border or fill. 
Therefore, empty frames are not exported to HTML. 

Global Link Options are not set accordingly in frames. 

If a publication contains a frame, and you save the publication in PageMaker 6.0 format, the frame's 
content is preserved but the stroke and fill are removed. 

Indexes and TOCs 

If you generate and place an index or TOC, and then hide the layer on which you placed the index or 
TOC story, use caution when regenerating another index or TOC in the same publication: unless you 
deselect the "Replace Existing Index/TOC" option in the Create Index/TOC dialog box, the new index or 
TOC will overwrite the existing index or TOC placed on the hidden layer. 

Graphics 

PageMaker 6.5 for Macintosh cannot translate a certain category of Windows metafiles which were 
used in PageMaker 5.0 for Windows. Therefore, after you convert a Windows PageMaker 5.0 file to 
Windows PageMaker 6.5, but before you translate the publication to the Macintosh platform, 
re-import or force a relink to any graphic in the following formats: 

• AutoCAD ADI 

• Tektronix Plot-10 

• Table Editor 2.x 

• GEM 

• AutoCAD DXF 

• Lotus PIC 

• Windows Draw 

• WordPerfect Graphics 

• CGM 

• EPS with no preview (gray box) 

If you draw an irregular polygon counterclockwise, the control handles will appear on the inside of 
the stroke. To reverse this effect, select and run the following script from the Scripts 
palette—Element : Polygons : Reverse Polygon Line Hang. 

Polygons that have highly acute angles might extend outside the visible bounding box. To miter the 
vertex points, run the following script from the Scripts palette—Element : Polygons : Adjust Polygon 
Miter. (The smaller the polygon miter limit is, the more noticeable the miter effect.) 

Objects created with the PS Group It addition in PageMaker 5.0 cannot be ungrouped in PageMaker 
6.5. Use PS Ungroup It in PageMaker 5.0 to ungroup the objects before you convert the publication. 

EPS preview files take up more storage space and are slow redrawing compared to TIFF files that have 
the exact same amount of image data. This is because the EPS preview is high-resolution (300 ppi), 
whereas the TIFF preview is low-resolution (72 dots-per-inch). 

Progressive JPEG images, which can be saved from Photoshop 4.0, cannot be imported into 
PageMaker. 

Hyperlinks 

If you have sources or anchors in text in a PageMaker 6.5 publication, and then save the publication 
as PageMaker 6.0, special characters or "tokens” will appear in the story editor window in PageMaker 
6.0. These tokens will not print or appear in layout view in PageMaker 6.0. If the publication is later 
converted back to PageMaker 6.5, the sources and anchors will NOT be restored and you will no longer 
be able to create sources in text that contains these tokens. 

If you create a source in text on a single-page master, and then apply the master page to both sides of 
a spread in a double-sided publication, the source will only appear on the left-hand page in browse 
mode or when exporting. To avoid this, make the publication single-sided. 

You cannot create hyperlink anchors (destinations) on master pages, because it is impossible to jump 
to an anchor that appears multiple times in a publication. For this reason, the New Anchor command 
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and button on the K '.inks palette are disabled whenever you are on a master page in the layout 
window. 

Layout 

When using the Layout > Sort Pages command with a publication that contains multiple master pages, 
the master page assignments may be lost or changed. 

Because any object on a master page is considered the bottommost layer throughout a publication, 
regardless of layer order, automatic page number markers may be covered by objects on layers on 
regular pages. 

Save for Service Provider plug-in 

The fonts that the plug-in lists (in the package report) and copies into the package may not be 
applied in the current publication, since the plug-in automatically lists the default PageMaker font, 
the story editor display font, and fonts specified in all defined paragraph styles, whether those styles 
are applied in your publication or not. Solve this problem by running the script "Remove Unused 
Styles" in the Text section of the Script Palette before you run the Save for Service Provider plug-in. 

Font references embedded in placed EPS files are only identified by the family name in the Fonts 
window of the Save For Service Provider plug-in (i.e. AGaramond-Bold will display only as 
AGaramond). The "installed" indicator will correctly indicate that the font is installed in the system 
and available for printing or making a package. 

While making a package, you may receive an alert message stating that there is not enough disk 
space for all the linked files. The button to cancel the operation will not stop the plug-in's processing. 
After the plug-in is finished, increase disk space and then make the package again. 

Adobe Multiple Master fonts may appear incorrectly in the Fonts window or may not be copied when 
making a package. Copy the Multiple Master fonts manually. 

When preflighting publications, you may receive low memory warnings or the plug-in may stop 
processing if you are running under PageMaker's minimum memory partition (68K - 4000K, PPC - 
7168K) and you have a large number of fonts installed. To avoid this problem, increase PageMaker’s 
memory partition or remove unnecessary fonts from your system. 

Other plug-ins 

The Photoshop Effects plug-in applies only to TIFF files (though not to CMYK or CIELAB TIFF files). To 
determine the exact format of a TIFF image, select the image in layout view with the pointer tool, and 
choose File > Links Manager; the Kind field in the Links Manager dialog box specifies the file type. 
Also note that TIFFs saved with Alpha channel information are not supported by Photoshop Effects. 

Text may reformat when using the Running Headers & Footers plug-in with the target layer locked. 
Use the Revert command to reverse the formatting. 

The Build Booklet plug-in may incorrectly impose crossovers (objects that span facing pages). 

Attention should be paid to ovals, boxes, frames, imported graphics, and objects with text-wrap that 
span facing pages. 

The Build Booklet plug-in will not run if there are threaded text frames on a master page. One method 
to remove text frame threading is to choose Element > Frame > Remove From Threads. (Text will remain 
in the proper frames, but they will no longer be threaded.) 

Build Booklet cannot maintain text threading in booked publications. 

PageMaker Tags 

Do not type a quote mark within a macro. The quote will cause the Tags Import filter to report a syntax 
error. 

Before you export text with the Tagged Text filter, apply specific leading and baseline shift values to 
the text, rather than Auto. The Auto setting can cause an error when you import the text back into 
PageMaker. 

Placing URLs 

Images that lack a file extension are not included when placing a URL. You must use a file extension 
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such as .htm, .gif., or .jpg. j" 

Images with an unrecognizable file extension are not included when placing a URL. To resolve this, 
save the URL's HTML file on your hard drive and then import that file using the Place command. 

If you are using a version of the TCP/IP Control Panel prior to 1.1.1, you may experience memory 
leaks when placing a URL. A later version of the Control Panel, which ships with Apple System 7.6, 
can be downloaded from Apple's Web site. 


PAGEMAKER AND OTHER APPLICATIONS 

Some third-party PageMaker 5.0/6.0 plug-ins may not be compatible with PageMaker 6.5. Contact the 
developer of the plug-in for update information. 

OLE 2.0 has incompatibilities when mixing 680x0 emulated and Power Macintosh native applications. 
Drag and drop, for example, will only work if both the source and the client application are either 
native or emulated. 

The Apple Menu Options Control Panel prior to version 1.0.2 can cause the left-most menus to 
disappear in PageMaker under certain conditions. This only occurs with System 7.5 and 7.5.1. To avoid 
the problem, upgrade to a newer version of the Control Panel. 

Keyboard shortcuts for certain software programs may take precedence over the equivalent 
PageMaker shortcuts. Redefine the conflicting shortcut in the other program if you want to use the 
PageMaker shortcut while in PageMaker. 

If a CMYK TIFF file saved with XRes from Macromedia cannot be placed directly into PageMaker, open 
and resave the TIFF using Adobe Photoshop. The image can then be placed into PageMaker. 

Adobe Type Manager Deluxe 4.0 

PageMaker supports Adobe Type Manager (ATM) Deluxe 4.0 auto-activitation and font substitution, as 
well as PANOSE font matching. To enable ATM auto-activation, change preferences in PageMaker and 
ATM as follows: 

— To allow ATM auto-activation and font substitution, choose File > Preferences > General, click Map 
Fonts, select the ATM Font Matching option as primary, and turn PANOSE off. In ATM Deluxe, choose 
File > Preferences, and then choose General from the pop-up menu. Select Enable Font Substitution, 
and then select By Application or Global for the Enable Auto-activation option. 

-To allow ATM auto-activation but not font substitution, and have PageMaker list the fonts that are 
not available, choose File > Preferences > General, click Map Fonts, and select the ATM Font Matching 
option as primary and PANOSE as secondary. In ATM Deluxe, choose File > Preferences, and then 
choose General from the pop-up menu. Uncheck Enable Font Substitution, and then select By 
Application or Global for the Enable Auto-activation option. 

See Appendix B of the Adobe PageMaker 6.5 User Guide for more information about font-matching. 


PUBLICATION CONVERSION AND THE NEW FILTER SET 

The set of filters included with PageMaker 6.5 differs from the set included with PageMaker 5.0. In 
some cases, this will affect the conversion of a 5.0 publication to a 6.5 publication. 

If a story or object in your publication was saved in a file format that is no longer supported, and you 
want to be able to update links to the original file, you must replace the original file with a file 
format PageMaker does support. (You can do this, for example, by resaving the original file in the 
originating application and choosing a different format or, in some cases, by updating to a more 
recent version of the application.) You can relink the existing story or object to the new item or you 
can place the new item using the Replace Entire Story or Replace Entire Graphic option. Clicking 
Update in the Links dialog box will usually not work. 

PRINTING TIPS 
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• Images don't print, jerly on process separations when Macromedia FreeHand's default black is 
applied to an EPS fiK placed in PageMaker. 

Solution: Apply process black to the EPS in FreeHand. 

• Transformed text blocks and text contained in transformed frames on PageMaker pages that exceed 
40 inches in either direction will shift on printout when using a PostScript Printer Description (PPD) 
whose default resolution is greater than 1440 dpi. 

Solution: Create the publication with dimensions half the desired size and print the publication using 
the 200% scale option in the Printing Options dialog box, or create a custom printer file with a lower 
default resolution and then set the RIP at the desired resolution when printing. 

• If you book-print two publications with different custom-page sizes, and the Use Paper Setting of 
Each Publication option is selected in the Print dialog box, the output pages are shifted and cropped. 
Solution: Print the two publications separately. 

• GIF images print as gray boxes or as black boxes with stripes after conversion from PageMaker 6.0 
to PageMaker 6.5. 

Solution: Replace the GIF file in the PageMaker 6.5 publication. 

• The Update PPD plug-in and stand-alone utility are not compatible with the Apple LaserWriter 8.4, 
8.4.1, and 8.4.2 drivers. 

Solution: Before using the Update PPD plug-in, use the Chooser to select the Adobe PSPrinter 8.3.1 
driver installed with PageMaker. 

PAGEMAKER AND FAX UTILITIES 

Most Fax drivers require you to use the Setup option in the PageMaker Print dialog box to select 
phone numbers, fax quality, and other options. If you do not do so, your fax may not be transmitted or 
may be transmitted using incorrect settings, or you may experience a system error. 

Global Village GlobalFax software: When you select the Open Other option in the GlobalFax Addresses 
pop-up menu, your system will crash when you access the address book using the Setup option in the 
PageMaker Print dialog box. Open the address book in any other application to make it available in 
the pop-up menu when faxing from PageMaker. 

Prometheus MaxFax software: After specifying Setup options in the PageMaker Print dialog box, the 
number of copies being sent is set to zero when you click OK in both of the MaxFax dialog boxes. Type 
the desired number of copies before proceeding. 
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
